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The Lucko airdrome built by the Germans in 19-5 ig known as the Hrvatski 
Leskovac airdrome. It is located southwest of Zagreb (see attachment 1), 
and is equipped with the installations indicated in attachment 2. 


‘Three YAK-18 training planes are kept in hanger No. 1. Characteristics 
of the planes are listed as follors: 


One radial engine M-11-RF, 160 HP; maxima speed 256 kilometers per hour; 
cruising speed 213 kilometers per hour. 


The airport barracks are made of wood and in the winter of 198-9 housed 
the 13 Anti~Aircraft Battalion of the 5/II Anti-Aircraft Regiment stationed 
in Zagreb. The battalion is composed of two groups of four batteries, each 
battery having four anti-aircraft guns. The battalion also has a heavy 
machine gun unit equipped with twelve 12.7 mm guns. The batteries area 
equipped with 88 mm guns of the Skoda model, and 126 mm guns of the Soviet 
RDP and 215 model. 
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
